A  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT: 


It  is  very  gratifying  for  me  to  report  that  1973  was  a  year  of 
real  progress  in  our  library  system.    Despite  major  problems 
facing  us,  such  as  the  termination  of  federal  funding  to 
libraries,  and  Indiana's  "budget  ceiling"  in  an  era  of  rising 
operating  costs,  our  service  has  continued  to  improve  and 
expand.    This  was  possible  through  imaginative  planning  and 
innovative  management. 

Of  the  many  achievements  during  the  year,  I  would  like  to 
highlight  two  which  are  especially  noteworthy.    First,  a  much 
needed  expansion  of  the  McCollough  Branch  in  the  rapidly 
growing  Southeast  Side  was  constructed  and  is  now  in  use. 
Second,  in  order  to  fill  the  gap  in  our  service  to  our  patrons 
in  the  Northeast  Side,  the  old  Lynch  School  property  was 
purchased  and  is  now  being  renovated.    It  will  be  known  as  the 
Oaklyn  Branch. 

Although  the  library  system  needs  effective  leadership  and 
efficient  management  to  make  it  function,  the  patrons  are  truly 
its  life's  blood.    The  people  of  the  community  are  the  ones  who 
make  it  live  and  grow.    We  need  your  continued  interest, 
patronage,  and  support  so  that  we  may  serve  you  better.

The  bookmobile  garage  became  an  unnecessary  appendage  when  the  Board  sold  the 
ancient  vehicle  to  the  Community  Action  Program  of  Evansville  (CAPE)  and  substituted 
a  Books-By-Mail  service. 

At  the  November  10,  1972,  meeting,  members  of  the  Library  Board  awarded  contracts 
totaling  almost  $50,000  to  Key  Construction  Company  of  Evansville  for  the  conversion 
of  the  bookmobile  garage  at  McCollough  Branch  into  a  reading  room.    The  job  was  to 
have  been  finished  by  Labor  Day  (September  3)  but  a  tardy  booklift  delayed  the  open- 
ing until  October  27,  1973.    Over  $6,000  went  into  the  furniture  and  shelving  of  the 
new  room  which  was  made  necessary  by  heavy  use  of  the  Branch. 

The  Reference  /  Quiet  Room  occupies  most  of  the  space  once  used  as  a  drive-through 
garage  which  housed  the  bookmobile  and  its  stock.    The  west  end  of  the  area  was  left 
as  a  garage  for  delivery  and  messenger  purposes.

With  no  drama,  prayers,  fanfare,  or  other  symbolic  acts  customary  when  a  new  pub- 
lic facility  is  ready  for  occupancy,  the  staff  at  McCollough  Branch  quietly  opened  the 
Reference /  Quiet  Room  to  our  patrons  on  the  morning  of  October  27,  1973. 

The  room  is  handsomely  appointed  with  upholstered  armchairs,  lamps,  carpeting, 
and  draperies.    With  a  shallow  balcony  across  the  south  wall,  a  spiral  staircase,  and 
a  booklift,  the  new  1,325  square-foot  room  and  balcony  holds  reference  books,  indexes, 
and  all  unbound  magazines. 

Members  of  the  Board,  meeting  at  McCollough  on  November  9,  1973,  inspected  the 
room  and  expressed  approval  of  the  new  facility.    Our  patrons  have  done  likewise  since. 


NEW  BRANCH  LIBRARIAN  AT  McCOLLOUGH 

Margaret  Kyle,  a  graduate  of  Simmons  College's 
School  of  Library  Science,  replaced  David  Espenscheid 
as  Branch  Librarian  of  the  system's  busiest  branch  on 
October  17,  1973. 

Prior  to  coming  to  Evans vi lie,  Miss  Kyle  was 
Director  of  the  Osterville  (Mass.)  Public  Library  on 
Cape  Cod,  scene  of  the  library-produced  film  entitled 
Fiction  Friction.    The  film  later  received  the  John 
Cotton  Dana  Publicity  Award.    She  was  the  star  in 
this  hilarious  spoof  on  public  libraries.    In  Septem- 
ber 1972,  she  resigned  at  Osterville  in  order  to 
live  near  her  family  in  Evansville  and  to  become 
Assistant  Manager  of  Weight  Watchers  of  Kentuckiana.

ADULT  PROGRAMMING  was  intensified  within 
the  Library  in  1973.  And  variety  was  the  key 
word . 

Because  of  a  $1,400  grant  received  from 
the  Indiana  Committee  for  the  Humanities,  the 
Division  of  Adult  Services  was  able  to  present 
a  two-part  lecture  on  "Consumerism  and  Con- 
temporary Society". 

Held  in  March  and  April,  the  programs 
featured  Sydney  J.  Harris  (above),  syndicated 
columnist  and  author,  and  Byron  Bloch}  (left) 
bio-medical  engineer  and  associate  of  consumer- 
advocate  Ralph  Nader.    Although  we  anticipated 
250  people  would  attend  Harris'  talk,  Social 
Values  For  an  Affluent  Society 3  the  columnist's 
popularity  drew  370  eager  listeners  to  the  main 
reading  room  of  McCol lough  Branch. 

The  second  lecture,  Byron  Bloch's  Medical 
Services  and  the  Consumer 3  was  also  well  re- 
ceived, even  though  the  late  arrival  of  his 
plane  kept  a  patient  audience  almost  an  hour. 
They  made  up  for  lost  time,  however,  by  de- 
taining him  with  questions  until  almost  mid- 
night. 

To  bridge  the  summer  doldrums,  Ronald 
Bremer  (left)  editor  of  the  Compendium  of 
American  Historical  Sources  and  a  genealogist, 
came  from  Salt  Lake  City  to  address  an  inter- 
ested group  of  local  professional  and  advanced 
amateur  genealogists.    He  appeared  on  August 
30th.

Many  individuals,  including  the  librarians  who  gave  a  tea  for  these  knowledge- 
able visitors,  brought  along  their  own  old  and  rare  (?)  books  for  free  appraisals.

The  Office  staff  of  the  Division  of  Adult  Services  were  perhaps  busier  in  1 973  than 
they  had  been  in  1972.    Closing  Glenwood  Branch  Library  on  December  31,  1973,  and  the 
continuing  momentum  of  the  system-wide-weeding  program  caused  the  DAS  office  personnel 
to  handle  approximately  30,000  books,  pamphlets,  and  phonorecords .    These  materials 
were  either  transferred  to  another  agency  or  the  Extension  Pool  or  withdrawn. 

Substitute  help  was  given  by  members  of  the  DAS  staff  to  Central  Library  depart- 
ments and  the  branch  libraries  on  an  average  of  forty- two  hours  per  week.  Although 
Agnes  Hahus,  the  one  full-time  substitute,  was  kept  extremely  busy,  so  were  other 
members  of  the  office  staff  on  more  than  one  occasion. 

A  greater  number  of  patrons'  requests  were  filled  more  quickly  because  of  yet 
another  year  of  refinement  of  the  centralized  reserve  system.    It  was  necessary, 
however,  to  institute  shorter  loan  periods  for  books  in  great  demand,  such  as 
Marilyn  Durham's  The  Man  Who  Loved  Cat  Dancing. 

Preparations  for  the  opening  of  the  new  Oaklyn  Branch  had  its  effect  on  the  staff 
in  DAS  as  early  as  mid-year,  when  they  began  to  participate  in  the  purchase  of  new 
materials  for  the  agency  as  well  as  in  the  transfer  of  older  books  to  the  new  branch's 
collection.

On  February  7,  1973,  at  approximately  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  The  Library 
Board  acquired  a  branch  library  at  public  auction  for  $26,000. 

It  didn't  look  like  a  library  -  and  still  doesn't  for  that  matter,  for  it  had 
been  built  and  used  as  an  elementary  school  building  since  1931  and  bore  the  name 
Lynch  School  over  the  door.    In  1973,  the  School  Board  decided  to  sell  it  at  public 
auction  after  having  it  appraised. 

Members  of  the  Library  Board  and  Staff  took  a  close  look  at  the  interior  arrange- 
ment, which  consists  mainly  of  two  classrooms  and  a  large  open  gymnasium,  and  decided 
it  would  make  a  fine  branch  library  after  modification.    The  gymnasium  will  become 
the  main  reading  room,  one  classroom  a  small  auditorium,  and  one  classroom  a  pre- 
school children's  library. 

Oaklyn  Branch  Library,  so  named  by  staff  member  Helen  Martin  for  its  location  at 
the  intersection  of  Oak  Hill  Road  and  Lynch  Road,  will  serve  the  residents  of  Lake- 
wood  Hills,  Melody  Hills,  Cloverlawn,  and  McCutchanvil le. 

The  total  cost  of  the  building  and  renovation  will  ultimately  run  close  to 
$100,000  or  approximately  one-half  the  cost  of  constructing  a  branch  library  of  com- 
parable size,  i.e.  5,300  square  feet.    The  tentative  date  for  opening  is  September  3, 
1974.

LIBRARY  PROGRAMS  FOR  CHILDREN  —  1973 


Pre-School  story  hours  continue  to  be  the  most  popular  of  the  planned  programs 
provided.    There  are  at  present  13  such  programs  including  a  new  bedtime  story  time 
at  Meadow  Park  and  an  extra  Friday  morning  one  at  McCol lough.    Each  agency  except 
Howell  has  provided  this  program  for  its  community. 

It  is  evident  also  that  boys  and  girls,  even  pre-schoolers,  prefer  an  activity 
type  of  program.    Sitting  and  listening  in  the  traditional  way  to  stories  —  no 
matter  how  well  told  --  is  not  as  satisfying  to  today's  boys  and  girls  as  is  a  more 
active  participation  type  of  program.    So  six  of  the  branches  schedule  this  kind  of 
weekly  activity  for  school  age  children.    Known  by  several  names  --  Fun  Club;  After 
School  Hour;  Fun  and  Games;  Fun  Festival;  Craft  Club;  or  Kaleidoscope  —  each  pro- 
vides the  participants  with  opportunity  to  make  something,  to  act  in  a  play,  either 
original  or  adapted,  to  make  or  manipulate  puppets,  to  engage  in  games,  or  to  help 
tell  a  story  in  a  variety  of  ways. 

The  greatest  satisfaction  to  children,  especially  pre-schoolers,  is  to  take 
something  home  from  the  Library  program.    These  of  necessity  must  be  simple  --  a 
piece  of  string  to  make  a  cat's  cradle,  crow's  foot  or  witch's  broom,  a  paper  bag 
puppet,  a  tissue  paper  flower,  a  milk  carton  frog  suggested  by  some  story  or  idea 
presented  in  a  book.    Satisfying  these  preferences  of  the  children,  making  do  with 
available  materials,  but  providing  weekly  original  and  stimulating  book-oriented 
programs  in  which  the  children  may  have  a  feeling  of  participation  is  a  challenge 
to  the  workers  with  children  of  each  agency,  all  of  whom  are  assuming  a  larger  re- 
sponsibility in  the  programs  of  their  agency  as  interest  and  demand  have  grown. 

Community  resources  have  also  been  tapped  to  bring  to  the  weekly  activity  pro- 
grams such  entertainment  as  performing  poodles,  the  Sunset  Indian  Dancers,  the 
Wesselman  Park  Nature  Show,  puppet  groups,  magic  acts,  karate  demonstrations,  and 
television  personalities. 

The  twenty  rented  films  played  to  almost  full  houses  in  each  agency  where  shown. 
In  1973  some  of  the  best  movies  presented  were  PETER  RABBIT  AND  TALES  OF  BEATRIX 
POTTER,  MY  SIDE  OF  THE  MOUNTAIN,  SHAGGY  DOG,  MISTY,  DAVY  CROCKETT,  HUCKLEBERRY  FINN, 
BLACK  BEAUTY,  CHALLENGE  TO  LASSIE,  BATMAN,  PHANTOM  T0LLB00TH,  and  TARZAN  GOES  TO 
INDIA.    Numerous  other  films  from  the  Hoosier  Film  Circuit  and  8mm  and  16mm  ones 
from  the  Library's  collection  were  also  used  as  program  material. 

In  addition  to  the  weekly  scheduled  events,  special  events  of  shorter  duration 
of  4  or  6  sessions  were  arranged.    The  most  popular  of  these  have  been  puppet  work- 
shops provided  sometimes  at  the  request  of  a  group  such  as  Girl  Scouts  or  planned 
for  a  particular  age  group  as  McCol lough's  6-week  activity  program,  This  'n  That 
for  K's  arranged  for  kindergartners . 

Two  events  planned  for  only  one  session  but  which  proved  popular  and  will  be 
repeated  were  Easter  egg  decorating  and  the  Paver  Airplane  Contest,  the  latter 
attracting  the  attention  and  cooperation  of  the  Civil  Air  Patrol.    McCol lough  had 
a  Winnie  the  Pooh  Party  and  a  Christmas  Pinata  Party  that  were  extremely  well 
attended.    At  East  Branch  during  the  month  of  August,  Carolyn  Outlaw  encouraged 
library  attendance  with  a  series  of  indoor  tournaments  --  chess,  checkers,  and 
other  games. 

Other  city-wide  contests  provided  competition  for  boys  and  girls.    The  largest 
was  the  Make  a  Puppet  contest  co-sponsored  by  the  Evansville  Philharmonic  Auxiliary 


in  connection  with  the  Ohio  River  Arts  Festival.    Puppets  were  exhibited  and  judged 
by  the  Conrad  Baker  Foundation  and  winners  were  displayed  in  the  Children's  Room 
and  later  used  in  some  of  the  weekly  programs  and  on  the  Puppet  Wagon,  a  vehicle 
borrowed  from  the  Recreation  Department  and  attached  to  the  library  van  to  make 
scheduled  stops  at  various  libraries  throughout  the  summer.    Cathy  Jordan  and  Lezlie 
Rutkowski  wrote,  recorded,  produced,  and  presented  these  plays  as  well  as  drove  the 
Puppet  Wagon  to  the  various  parts  of  the  city.    They  utilized  volunteer  assistance 
whenever  it  was  offered. 

The  Summer  Reading  Club  was  planned  around  a  nature  theme  to  correlate  with  the 
opening  of  Wesselman's  Nature  Center.    Also  during  the  summer  the  Library  assisted 
with  the  Sun-Fun  program,  a  cooperative  venture  of  4  eastside  churches  to  provide 
recreation  for  children  not  reached  by  the  park  program.    Mrs.  Rutkowski  directed  a 
weekly  puppet-making  class  at  St.  Benedict's  School  which  also  included  writing  and 
presenting  plays.    One  showing  of  the  weekly  rented  film  was  held  at  Methodist 
Temple  as  part  of  the  Sun-Fun  program. 

Two , Creative  Writing  groups  --  one  at  Meadow  Park  with  Vardine  Moore  directing 
and  one  at  East  Branch  with  Lezlie  Rutkowski  as  leader,  continues  to  attract  a  small 
but  devoted  following.    A  booklet  of  the  children's  writing  was  published  and  a 
five-minute  film  was  written,  directed,  and  produced  by  the  eastside  group  with  the 
technical  assistance  of  a  former  part-time  Library  employee  now  at  a  local  television 
station. 

Volunteers  also  help  with  the  tutoring  program  at  East  Branch.    And  while  not 
strictly  a  library  promotion  several  of  the  Great  Books  Discussion  groups,  led  by 
trained  volunteers,  meet  in  the  various  libraries  and  are  publicized  in  the  Library's 
promotional  material . 

Blaok  History  Week  was  observed  with  a  contest  at  East  Branch  with  clues  to 
black  personalities  being  posted  hourly  and  prizes  awarded  to  the  person  first 
identifying  them. 

The  Witoh's  Brew,  a  reading  game  that  involved  all  the  juvenile  readers  in  each 
branch  encouraged  reading  on  a  variety  of  subjects. 

Some  of  the  programs  were  arranged  especially  for  the  adults  in  the  com- 
munity.   One  was  the  demonstration  of  Christmas  crafts,  concentrating  this  year 
on  American  folk  art  using  mainly  materials  from  nature.    Another  was  a  4-session 
workshop  on  storytelling  attended  by  persons  who  wished  to  volunteer  their  time  at 
nursing  homes,  children's  wards  at  hospitals,  or  who  taught  Sunday  School,  Head- 
start,  or  elementary  school.    A  series  of  book  talks  was  provided  for  the  mothers 
of  preschool  children  during  their  story  hour  at  McCol lough. 

As  always  groups  are  encouraged  to  tour  the  libraries,  receive  instruction  in 
various  library  resources,  and  to  attend  story  hours  or  other  activities.  Scout 
groups,  both  Boy  and  Girl,  Headstart  classes,'  day  care  children  and  school  groups 
in  and  out  of  the  county  took  advantage  of  this  invitation. 

Corpus  Christi  School  volunteered  some  magnificent  castles  made  by  a  6th  grade 
class  and  these  were  on  display  in  the  Children's  Room  and  judged  by  the  many 
visitors  who  were  attracted  to  them.    Jeannette  Blackwell  and  the  Display  Depart- 
ment continue  to  provide  creative  exhibits  which  are  changed  frequently  and  which 
are  always  conversation  pieces  and  subjects  for  praise. 


Completion  of  the  mural  in  the  entry  way  to  the  Children's  Room  was  the  culmina- 
tion of  a  long-felt  need  to  brighten  and  to  make  more  attractive  this  entrance.  Miss 
Jordan  chose  the  story  book  characters,  planned  the  sequence  of  the  procession,  pre- 
sented the  plan  to  the  Library  Board  and  when  it  was  accepted,  she  was  commissioned 
to  paint  the  charming  assortment  of  familiar  figures  which  bring  admiration  from  even 
the  youngest  visitors. 

An  estimated  500  boys  and  girls  per  week  come  to  the  libraries  for  these  regularly 
scheduled  programs  (when  movies  are  announced  an  additional  500  attend).    Quality  pro- 
grams which  hold  the  children's  interest  could  not  be  presented  without  the  talented 
leadership  of  the  various  librarians  who  have  been  alert  to  the  needs  of  their  agency 
and  have  shown  enthusiasm  and  imagination  in  meeting  the  challenge.    Bernice  Bickel  at 
McCollough  provides  morning,  afternoon,  and  sometimes  evening  activities  for  that  respon- 
sive neighborhood.    Diana  Litsch  added  a  Bedtime  Story  Hour  for  the  preschooler  and 
gets  good  cooperation  from  community  agencies  for  her  special  events  at  Meadow  Park. 

Nora  Lee  Sellers  saw  the  need  for  a  Saturday  activity  in  the  downtown  area  and 
is  making  it  popular  with  people  who  are  not  usually  library  visitors.    The  preschool 
story  hour  continues  to  build  in  the  Children's  Room  also. 

Helen  Martin  at  North  Branch  was  keenly  aware  of  the  potential  in  that  area  and 
promoted  cooperation  with  the  nearby  schools.    When  she  transferred  to  West  Branch  she 
soon  assessed  the  needs  there  and  began  the  Saturday  Fun  Fest  to  make  children  more 
aware  of  the  library  resources.    Janeth  Carson,  though  at  North  Branch  only  a  few 
months,  plunged  right  into  library  activities  and  is  assuming  a  very  active  role  in 
the  children's  programs. 

These  have  been  the  1973  programs  and  these  are  the  leaders  who  are  meeting  the 
challenge  of  providing  these  purposeful,  creative  library  programs  for  the  boys  and 
girls  of  the  Public  Library.

TSD  IN  '73 


The  Technioal  Services  Department  has  the  responsibility  of  ordering  and  process- 
ing books,  phonorecords  and  other  library  materials  for  Central  Library  agencies  and 
the  branches.    During  1973,  23,027  new  books,  one  hundred  twenty-eight  8mm  films,  and 
1,154  phonorecords  were  processed  by  the  Department.    207  pamphlets  were  classified 
and  3,353  subject  headed  for  the  branches.    65,648  cards  were  prepared  for  the  Library 
catalogs.    Weeding  projects  resulted  in  withdrawal  of  15,060  books  and  780  phono- 
records and  the  transfer  of  3,968  books.    Work  at  the  branch  catalogs  required  seventy 
visits,  and  six  filing  classes  were  conducted  for  new  staff  members. 

Specialized  materials  and  equipment  in  the  Department's  Book  Repair  Center  were 
used  in  repairing  7,819  books  in  1973  and  in  mounting  357  pictures.    2,812  books  were 
prepared  for  binding  at  the  Heckman  Bindery  at  North  Manchester,  Indiana.    Three  book 
repair  classes  were  conducted. 

Highlight  of  the  year  was  a  visit  to  our  book  jobber,  Baker  and  Taylor  at  Momence, 
Illinois.    Leaving  at  noon  on  Sunday,  June  3,  TSD  staff  travelled  in  "WINNIE,"  a  new 
Winnebago  motor  home  owned  by  Marilee  Garrison  and  her  husband,  Paul,  who  did  the 
driving.    The  trip  was  planned  as  part  of  TSD's  In-Service-Training  program  for  1973 
with  members  of  the  group  paying  for  their  own  food  and  lodging  and  the  Library  Board 
paying  for  the  gasoline. 

During  a  conducted  tour  of  the  attractive  modern  plant  on  June  4,  TSD  staff  mem- 
bers were  informed  that  Baker  &  Taylor's  staff  of  more  than  five  hundred  persons  dis- 
tribute 40,000  books  from  3,000  different  publishers  per  day.    Orders  from  their 
customer  libraries  are  filled  from  a  list  of  176,000  titles  representing  a  stock  of 
2,760,000  books.    Suggestions  received  on  the  tour,  and  subsequently  adopted  at  EPL, 
should  make  it  possible  to  acquire  new  books  more  rapidly  in  the  future. 

During  one  of  the  series  of  heavy  storms  the  group  encountered  throughout  the 
return  trip,  they  stopped  at  the  University  of  Illinois  Library  where  they  visited 
the  Catalog  Department,  the  Binding  Department  and  the  general  card  catalog. 

The  professional  assistant  position  in  TSD  was  vacated  when  Lucy  Lee  resigned  in 
March.    Because  of  inadequate  salary  funds,  it  was  left  vacant  for  the  balance  of 
1973.
